A split-log drag or some similar de­ 
vice is very useful in maintaining 
the surface after suitable ditches and 
cross section have once been secured.

Rogers, the “man in the case,” for 
love of whom Ida Sniffen, poisoned 
her two babies and herself, today 
stands forth a most remarkable fig­ 
ure in the strange and complex love 
tragedy. Instead of sharing his af­ 
fection between two women, as first 
supposed, it developed today that the 
lawyer for the last few’ years appar­ 
ently has been on terms of utmost 
friendship 
with 
three 
women—his 
first wife, who obtained a divorce; 
the woman who now' hears his name 
and the common law wife who lies 
dying in a hospital. 
And today—when they are all be­ 
ing subjected to the scrutiny of a re­ 
lentless 
and 
curious 
public—these 
three women all remain staunch in 
their loyalty to the man. 
So far not 
one of them has let fall from her 
lips a w'ord of reproach against him. 
Rogers, it is learned, himself main­ 
tained two homes. 
He contributed 
largely to the upkeep of a third. Mrs. 
Caroline Giddings Rogers, the legal 
wife of Rogers, and the 
one 
with 
whom he spent most of his time, lived 
In a fasliionabe apartment on West 
End avenue. 
Tho woman dying in 
the hospital, who bore two children 
by the lawyer, lived in a modest lit­ 
tle flat up in the Bronx. 
The third 
woman, now’ going by the name of 
Mrs. 
Anna 
Roquemore, 
who 
was 
Rogers’ first wife, had an eight-room 
apartment in the Corinseca c n 
est 
Ninety-seventh street. 
She received 
some support from Rogers. 
In the last few months Rogers, it 
has been learned, 
has 
been 
hard 
pressed for funds. The little W'oman 
who lived in a modest little Bronx 
flat w'orked her very hardest to help 
the lawTyer. She did all her own work, 
despite the fact that she had two 
babies to care for. 
Rogers’ legal wife aided in saving 
the law’yer money by consenting to 
leasing out their costly apartment 
and going away to the country. Mrs. 
Roquemore supported herself by tak­ 
ing in roomers in her large apart­ 
ment. 
After his legal wife left the city, 
police say, the lawyer went to live 
with the woman in the Bronx. 
Be 
fore that it had been his habit to call 
on her each day at 5 and leave at 
8:30 o’clock, getting home 
to 
his 
apartment on West End avenue at an 
early hour. 
He called on Mrs. Ro­ 
quemore, his divorced wife, every two 
or three days. 
Mrs. Roquemore has been a con­ 
stant visitor at the hospital where 
the mother of Rogers’ two children 
is dying. 
She comfort the dving wo­ 
man as best she 
can 
and 
seems
